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“PLAN HOUSING NOW!” 


6 B0 above title is that of a pamphlet issued by the 
National Federation of Building Trades Operatives, 
which expresses very clearly and concisely the views of 
that body on the problems of post-war housing and 
urges the need for taking all possible steps to prepare to 
meet the great demand for satisfactory housing that is 
facing us, not only in replacing destroyed buildings,. but 
also those that were recognised as obsolete and in- 
sanitary prior to the present destructive war, either by 
reason of decay or inferior construction or of unintelligent 
planning and design implying a disregard of convenience, 
aspect, and the present ideals of living. ~ 

We have available a variety of high-grade materials 
and the skill and brains to use these to the best ad- 
vantage, combining amenity with economy. It is 
pointed out in the Housing Act of 1936 that a local 
authority must, in acquiring land, pay-due regard to 
the amenities of the district and to the desirability of 
preserving objeets of architectural, historic and artistic 
interest, and of course the same principles, in addition 
to those governing the design of new buildings them- 
selves, apply with equal force to private undertakings of 
similar character. _ 

Accepting these assumptions, our more immediate 
concern is the methods by which the required works 
can be set going asearly as possible, so that no needless 
delay in the provision of labour and materials should 
occur when the war comes to an end. The Ministry 
of Health has recognised this urgency by reviving the 
Central Housing Advisory Committee, which should be 
helpful in the present emergency, 

Out of 12 million separate dwellings in England and 
Wales, 155,000: have been destroyed and a further 
370,000 seriously damaged, About half of the latter 
are regarded as reparable ; out of a total of.thrée million 
damaged houses the majorify have been temporarily or 
permanently repaired. In addition to these, nearly 
half a million homes were due to be reconstructed or 
replaced before the war, and at that time houses were 


being built at the rate of about 330,000 per annuth ; of 


these some 10,000 were in rural areas, out of a demand 
for 30,000. At this time there were 930,000 craftsmen 
and. labourers in the building industry, but unemploy- 
ment was seldom less than 10 per cent., and the effective 
total might be reckoned at. 800,000, producing over 
300,000 houses as well as other building work, The 
general opinion is that we must build at least 400,000 
houses annually, and that the labour force should be at 
least a million and a quarter, to deal with housing and 
other buildings which are also urgently needed for 
health services, education and commercial replacements. 

It is evident that for some time there will be a shortage 
in the ranks of the building industry, due to depletion and 
lack of recruitment during the war, and to the time 
that must be taken up. in restoring production to a 
peace basis. In every way possible this shortage must 
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be guarded against by encouraging entry into the 
industry. The claim.is made that building must be 
organised on the basis of a social service and not remain 
casualised as hitherto ; this implies control and direction, 
which would naturally be to a large extent dependent 
on public, planning and guidance. 

The view is emphasised that there is not a moment to 
lose in preparing a definite building programme for the 
location of normal industries, housing and other objec- 
tives which will be pressing on us immediately the war is 
over, and also for the methods by which these demands 
can be satisfied. If traditional practices prove inade- 
quate it may be necessary to resort to others, such as 
temporary structures with a limited life and the adapta- 
tion of existing buildings, provided these can conform 
to a reasonable standard of health and comfort. Some 
experiments in this direction have already been made, 
but more study is required to prove that such measures 
are adequate and generally practicable. Examples 
from other countries are not quite reliable for guidance 
as so much depends on climatic conditions and Great 
Britain has a climate of its own, in which were pre- 
fabrication to be employed it might take a form some- 
what differing from that found satisfactory and 
economical elsewhere. 

The National Federation suggests that “ if prefabrica- 
tion involved the extensive importation of manufactured 
parts this would aggravate the difficulties by placing 
additional burdens on shipping space and that with the 
exception of timber all the means are readily to hand in 
this country, and seems inclined to doubt its merit as a 
permanent solution of the housing shortage.” 

That may possibly be so, but, as we have urged in a. 
recent leading article, a large amount of temporary 
housing will almost certainly have to be provided in 
the interim period-after the war, since normal methods 
of building cannot provide permanent accommodation 
quickly enough to meet the urgent needs of the millions 
of men and women who will be returning from the 
Forces to civil life. The report of the recent Building 
Mission to the United States and the investigations of 
the Experimental, Building branch of the Ministry 
of Works will. no doubt give useful guidance on pre- 
fabricated methods. 


As to the long-term problem, the very representative 
National House . Builders’. Registration Council to 
certify that a builder is a registered house builder ; 
that his work is subject to periodical inspection ; that 
repairs of defects are guaranteed for two years ; that this 
guarantee may be covered by insurance, is felt to be an 
organisation which promises to fulfil a useful function 
when peace returns. Its services will be of marked 
value in protecting householders from jerry-building if 
they demand that each house should bear a certificate 
from the Council or some appropriate’ equivalent, and 
the effect on the general standard of house building 
would be most beneficial. ;

Architects’ Charges for Housing Work. 
Tue Practice Committee of the R.I.B.A. 
are at present considering the revision of 
the scale of architects’ charges for 
local authorities’ and public utility 
societies’ housing work to make it applic- 
able for post-war use. In the meantime 
the Council, on the recommendation of the 
Committee, have formally withdrawn the 
scale publisned in the 1939-1940 Calendar. 


German Vandalism in Russia. 

Tue. vandalistic behaviour of the Ger- 
mans in Russia is shown in an exhibition 
of photographs of historic Russian build- 
ings before and after destruction, now on 
view at the R.I.B.A., 66,.Portland-place, 
W.1. It has been sent from Moscow, and 
is shown in co-operation with the Soviet 
Embassy. That the destruction has been 
deliberate is clearly proved by the follow- 
ing quotations from speeches by Nazi 


leaders. Hitler said : ‘‘ No theoretical or 
moral considerations restrain me.” Field 
Marshal Gen. Von Reichenau said : ‘‘ No 


. historical or art values in the East possess 
any significance.’’ Instructions were issued 
by Ribbentrop to comb out all scientific 
institutions, libraries and palaces, and to 
lay hands on anything of value. 

The monastery known as the New Jeru- 
salem, in the town of Istra, was used by 
the Germans as a munitions dump, and 
on their retreat it was blown up. The 
building was founded in 1654 and restored 
in the 18th century by the architects 
Rastrelli and Kazakov, and photogra ns 
below show the damage the building h 
suffered. From Novgorod, one of the seer 
ancient of Russian cities, the Novgorod 
Kremlin of the 15th and 16th centuries is 
shown as destroyed by the German in- 
vaders. From Pskov photographs show 
the Joseph Volokolomsky monastery, cen- 
tral seat of Russian medieval philosophy, 
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theology and literature. This fine building 
was demolished by the Germans in 1941 
and its contents carried. off to Germany. 
Many other examples of architecture, ex- 
terior and interior, are shown, including 
schools, institutions, churches and build- 
ings of civic interest. The exhibition is 
open to the public until January 8, from 
10 a.m. to 6 p.m.—Saturday, 5 p.m. 


Architectural Department, Southampton. 
AFTER considerable discussion, South- 
ampton Corporation has accepted the 
recommendation of a special committee 
that an Architectural Department should 
be set up. In moving the adoption of 
the report Alderman Woolley said that 
in carrying through the arrangements for 
the setting up of that new department 
‘‘they had met with a degree of assist- 
ance and collaboration so far as the 
Borough Engineer’s Department was con- 
cerned which had been quite gratifying.” 
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A borough architect and two principal 
assistant architects (the latter at salaries 
of £750 a year each) are among the 
appointments envisaged. Recently, it will 
be remembered, M. Hubert Bennett, 
F.R.1.B.A., was appointed Replanning 
Officer.

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_ HEALTH AND LEISURE IN-POST-WAR BRITAIN 
THE NEED TO STIMULATE POPULAR INTEREST

‘Tere are marked and hopeful 
, differences between the present time 


and twenty years ago, in that the 
Government hias shown itself to be 
more alive to the necessity of consider- 
ing the problems of reconstruction in a 
wholehearted manner, and the public 
have become keenly interested in 


matters of town planning and architec- |, 


tural design, to which they were pre- 

viously in the main quite indifferent. 
It would be difficult to over-estimate 

the effect of-the destruction of homes 


. and other buildings by air raids, or of

organisations, 


the entire rearrangement of life in 
families, now that men, women and 
young people, scarcely grown up, are 


ealled to work, sometimes miles from - 


home. Many town children are now in 
the country, and -office workers have 
either gone into one of the Services or 
into factories. The results of these 
and innumerable other drastic changes, 
both in the lives of people and the face 
of the. countryside, will bring about a 
situation which cannot be’ overlooked 
this time, when hostilities cease. 

For a number of years a keen body 
of architects have been serving on 
various committees connected with the 


-Institute—and in particular I. should 


like to refer to the Exhibition Com- 


mittee—in order to begin the essential . 


task of educating and training the 
public to take an intelligent interest in 
those great questions of planning and 
design which, whether they realise it 
or not, mark out the course of their 
daily. lives and regulate the health of 
the community. 

It is clear from reports, both in the 
technical and daily Press, that this 
work of education is being pursued by 
architects and others working in co- 
operation with them to an increasing 
extent, but ther@ are many existing 
clubs, women’s insti- 
tutes and movements such as the Boy 
Scouts and Girl Guides, where experts 
in various aspects of reconstruction 
might perhaps be asked not so much 
to lecture as to lead and direct lively 
popular discussions and debates, so 
that these problems can be brought 
within the sphere and appreciation of 
all ages and classes, thus encouraging 
and developing the public interest in 
them which war ‘conditions have 
already. aroused. If the consciousness 
of the people could be so awakened 
that they regard the services of an 
architect as of equal importance and 
value to the community as those of the 
doctor and scientist, the transformation 
of the past haphazard and sprawling 
building development into one carried 
out with order and beauty will be 
realised. 

Architects themselves, however, will 
have to continue to clarify their ideas, 
so as to reach as full a measure of 
agreement as possible about funda- 
mental issues. War conditions have 
made it possible to talk to people about 
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architectural matters in a way they can 
understand, because they have learnt 
through experience to recognise many 
of the disadvantages of past develop- 
ments. 

To take three rather different buf 
allied questions by way of illustration : 

(1) Ribbon development. Before the 
war, from the point of view of the 
public, this was quite an-abstract sub- 
ject, but the effect of air raids has 
brought, home to people.as nothing 
else could. the difference between an 
unregulated development with no pro- 
vision for amenities, and a properly 
designed and planned town. They now 
realise that the location of factories 
and the time it takes to get. to them 
from their homes, the accessibility of 
the country for recreation and reason- 
able opportunities for study and enter- 
tainment depend upon previous plan- 
ning, if comfort and well-being are to 
be obtained. 

(@) Another example of what experi- 


ence has taught is to be found in the - 


question of ventilation. The humdrum 
subject of the airbrick was discussed 
in an interesting letter some time 
ago in the R.I.B.A. Journal by Brian 
Peake, Hon. Secretary of the Housing 
Group. Béfore the war and before the 
black-out, who except the expert would 
have worried about the number of 
air changes they have or need in their 
rooms, and questioned whether it was 
better to ventilate a room by means of 
a flue, duct or an airbrick? Rooms 
without fireplaces were, in accordance 
with the by-laws, provided with an air- 
brick, which was invariably pasted 
over. Now, in addition to hermetically 
sealing the windows, it is an offence 
not to cover up one’s airbrick, if a light 
can possibly show through it. I 
wonder how many people there are 
who, like myself, now realise to the full 
the value of the flue for ventilation 
purposes ? 

There is a large bady of evidence to 


‘restaurants, 
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show that proper ventilation cannot be 
achieved by airbricks only, and it 
woyld seem extremely desirable that 
the by-laws should be altered.to insist 
that there is some provision in every 
room for ventilation in addition to an 
airbrick, either by a flue or a duct. 
The possible increasing’ use of central 
heating or electric fires makes this 
question all the more urgent. 

(3) As a third example, what more 
exciting subject could be chosen for 
universal discussion than the real 
meaning of that éstate agents’ 
shibboleth, “‘labour-saving house ” ? 
I have seldom observed anything in the 
usual suburban house built since the 
last war which could really be regarded 
as labour-saving. What brought about 
the sale of the houses was the number 
and size of the bay-windows and the 


. area of wall-tiling in the bathroom. 


For many years now it has been diffi- 
cult or impossible to obtain domestic 
assistance, and the housewife who has 
to do the entire work of the home 
without help will be certain to want 
more opportunity of leisure to use as 
she likes when this war is over. It 
would be interesting for architects to 
hear from all kinds of people what 
their various views are on things that 
would really.lessen drudgery. Would, 
for instance, lavatory basins in all 
bedrooms, if they could be made and 
fitted cheaply enough, really please the 
multitude? And would an inexpensive 
and well-designed washing-up machine 
as part of the normal’ equipment of 
every small house be appreciated ? 

I am putting forward these sugges- 
tions quite tentatively, because it. 
would be instructive to me and 
perhaps to other archiltects to hear 
expressions of opinion about the sub- 
jects discussed, especially if the idea of 
increased public consideration of build- 
ing problems in small groups could be 
organised. 

The Housing Director of a city in 
the North mentioned to me the other 
day that in his opinion communal 
nursery schools, club- 
room facilities and so forth had come 
to stay, but that pressure on the public 
would not bring about the further de- 
velopment of these amenities, but 
rather that the desired result-could be 
obtained by the co-operation of educa- 
tional ‘authorities and religion. 

Having had some personal experi- 
ence of what can be done in a Parish 
where the leader, is a “live” man, 
there is, I think; no doubt that the 
forces of religion could be looked to ' 
to exercise increasing influence in the 
direction of better social conditions 
and environment. Now that. the 
church is seldom an isolated building 
but ‘in modern, planning is usually the 
centre of a group of buildings, com- 
prising the hall, numerous smaller 
meeting rooms together with the 
vicarage and perhaps accommodation 
for a verger or custodian planned as 
a unity, opportunities for meetings and 
discussions about vital subjects are 
frequently available, and this parochial 
group of buildings is becoming more 
and more a real centre of culture.

THESE ELECTRICITY SHOWROOMS AND OFFICES FOR 
the County Borough of Croydon have been designed 
by Messrs. Robert Atkinson, F.R.I.B.A., 8.A.D.G.. 
and A. F. B. Anderson, F.R.I.B.A.,.S.A:D.G., on a 
site at the junction of Wellesley-road and Dingwall- 
avenue. The building is planned around a court- 
yard reached by a generous entrance from Ding- 
wall-avenue. Around this courtyard are grouped 
the three main blocks of the building, all connected 
by, a semi-circular enclosed arcade and encircling 
a grass plot on which space has been left for a 
fountain subsequently to be erected. The court- 
yard is of brick with stone dressings. 

The main wings, to Wellesley-road and Dingwall- 
avenue, are four-storeyed, and are faced with 
Portland stone. The assembly,hall wing is left in 
carcase and will be finished some time in the near 
future. It is sufficiently substantial to carry two 
more floors of offices at a future date, .which will] 


bring this wing equal in height to the rest of the 
building. 

The exterior of the building is minus its sculp- 
ture and carved panels, and so presents a somewhat 
plain, and perhaps severe facade to the street, but 
it is hoped eventually to complete the ‘decoration 


‘as originally contemplated. 


SHowrooms: The showrooms are decorated to 
display concealed electric lighting with coloured 
effects, and therefore a dead white ceiling has been 
introduced to give this its maximum range. The 
walls are panelled with veneered walnut panels and 
the lower sections are in black glass to form a 
background to electric fires and other.displays. The - 
panels are all. removable so that fittings can be 
applied to any section, and when out of: date the 
panel replaced with a new unit. 

The floors are covered with cork slabs, with a 
surround of marble, the marble being for display

purposes and the cork for quiet traffic. The cen- 
tral inquiry desk is really the main support of the 


‘building, and also conceals the ventilation extracts 


from the showrooms. 

Entrance Hatt: The entrance hall has a ceiling 
specially designed for display, on a different system 
from that in the main showrooms, and walls are 
decorated in a similar manner. The cashiers’ 
counter is a noteworthy effort of shopfitting, in 
walnut, and has a screen of armoured glass panels. 

These showrooms, which rank with the most up- 
to-date electrical showrooms in the country, are 
substantially as originally designed, although 
there have been modifications due to war necessi- 
ties. Certain of the metal fittings have been omitted 
and what has been used has been reduced in sec- 
tion; for instance, the bronze window frames are 
no thicker than paper, but are applied on hardwood 
cores. The main doors of the showrooms are of 
armoured glass, specially manufactured. They are 
toughened to a great extent and are practically 
unfracturable. Their .hanging is frameless and 
emphasises this extreme strength. 

Main Entrance: The main entrance is of black 
marble, with large black marble flower vases, all 
built up of small sections of marble and the joint- 
ing concealed by fluting. The main showroom 
windows are faced with Travertine Roman marble, 
and all the columns are built up in a similar man- 
ner to that described for the entrance. 

Main Srarrcase: The main staircase is of terrazzo 
with an iron handrail, once intended to be bronze, 
and panels of armoured glass similar to the main 


doors. The lower floor has a panel of the Borough 
Arms in mosaic. 

Lirts: The lifts are a special feature. They have 
a special micro-drive by which method the lifts are 
brought to a standstill at the exact floor level in 
each case. The lift cages were specially designed. 

Orrices: The offices generally are well lit by large 
windows, and have lofty ceilings, with concealed 
electric lighting in specially-designed fittings. 

Lavatories: The lavatories are decorated with 
terrazzo paving and dadoes, and the fittings are of 
the most modern type. 

Heatine: The, heating throughout is by thermal 
storage, by means of an electrically controlled 
boiler, and the boilerhouse and sub-station are 
models of neatly arranged and displayed equip- 
ment. my 

The general contractors were the -—Kent and 
Sussex Contractors, Ltd., Erith, Kent. Nominated 
sub-contractors were: Standard Steel Co., steel- 
work; Fawcett Constructional Co., structural] floors; 
Drysdales, Ltd., -sewage plant; Greenhams, Ltd., 
bricks; C. E. Welstead, Ltd., windows; W. N. Froy, 
Ltd., sanitary fittings; Waygood-Otis, Ltd., lift; 
Hammond and Champness, service lifts; Caston and 
Co., gasproof doors; Matthew Hall and Co., heating” 
and ventilation; McCartneys, roof finish; Art Pave- 
ments, Ltd., terrazzo to sub-station; Nankivells, 
granite; J. Whitehead, Ltd., marble work; W. 
Jenkins and Co., terrazzo work; Duncan Watson, 
electrical wiring, etc.; Troughton and Young, light- 
ing fittings; and G. Jackson and Sons, fibrous 
plasterwork.

“* Building Employers—a Plea for Unity.” 
To rue Eprror or The Builder. . 


Sm,—I would have preferred, relative 
to the discontinuance of the informal dis- 
cussions between Mr. Wallis, the President 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, and myself, as Presi- 
dent of the Federation of Master Builders, 
that a joint explanation of the impasse 
should a been given which might have 
avoided breaking the truce which—so far 
as Press discussion is concerned—has 
existed between us during the last few 
months. This truce many of my colleagues 
consider we have kept at considerable 
detriment to our cause. : 

But evidently Mr. Wailis has not been 
able to resist the temptation to make 
capital out of the situation, and his letter 
in your issue of December 17 giving his 
version of our recent meetings becomes a 
very obvious piece of propaganda for the 
N.F.B.T.E., which is as untimely as it 
is misleading. 

As far back as last March—four months 
‘before your leading article of July 23— 
Mr. Harland, as President of the London 
Master Builders’ Association, and I, as 
President of what was then the Federa- 
tion of Greater London Master Builders, 
together with Mr. A. N. Dove, our im- 
.mediate Past-President, had been meetin, 
in friendly discussion with a. mutua 
desire to find a basis of co-operation _be- 
tween our respective organisations. We 
had made some progress, and I think in 
some measure might have eventually suc- 
ceeded. 

Then, in_ response to demands from 
many parts of the country, my Federation 
extended its activities upon a national 
basis, and, at Mr. Harland’s suggestion, 


I very readily extended an invitation to . 


Mr. Wallis to join in our talks. In 
August, following your leading article of 
July, Mr. Wallis did join us. Since then 
it has become increasingly apparent that 
it is the idée fixé of the N.F.B.T.E. that 
the only voice of the industry must be 
their own, and their only possible concep- 
tion of unity that of the tiger upon whose 
back the young lady of Riga took her 
last and fatal ride. Does anyone really 
think that the large number of members 
whom we represent could be thus betrayed 
by their officers? We came into existence 
because of the immensely strong. convic- 
tion all over the country that the National 
Federation did not speak for the industry, 
least of all for the small and medium 
builders who form the largest proportion 
and who are our especial concern. It is 
through my Federation that they are be- 
coming articulate and in future will speak 
with growing authority. And I believe 
they are wise enough, remembering past 
events, not to heed the dulcet tones and 
honeyed accents of assiduous wooing with 
which—since our advent—the spokesmen 
of the National Federation have so con- 
tinually and so comically favoured them. 
Mr. Wallis quotes Mr. J. W. Stephen- 
son’s statement from your issue of last 
June. I remember that statement very 
well; it seemed to me at the time so un- 
necessary and gratuitous, as if he had 
been persuaded to go out of his way to 
hurt us at 4 time when so many other 
big guns were being brought to bear upon 
our Federation. I may have been wrong; 
I hope I was. ; : 
As to the likelihood of our being “ vir- 
tually ineffective,” that remains to be 
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seen, Is not the National Federation, 
judging by results, open to the same 
charge? From our point of view, what- 
ever ‘‘effectiveness’’ they have evi- 
denced hag been in the wrong direction. 
They have tamely acquiesced in an accu- 
mulative throttling of the industry by 
bureaucratic controls, weakly concurred 
on policies, terms and conditions which 
are grossly inequitable, and which have 
terribly penalised the smaller man, and 
strengthened and enlarged the strong at 
the expense of the weak. If that is 
‘* effectiveness,’’ then for heaven’s sake 
let. us remain ‘“‘ virtually ineffective.”’ 

We are, Sir, as a Federation, admittedly 
young, but, we are neither hidebound by 
tradition nor harnessed to vested interests. 
We are bringing into comradeship and 
unity very many men of the industry who 
have hitherto stood aloof, and I, suggest 
thereby we are rendering a service to ‘it 
which might well have been encouraged 
instead of condemned by the_ older 
Federation. Perhaps that is too much to 
have hoped for, but what a magnificent 
gesture it would have been. It may be 
that the future will bring. ways of co- 
operation between the two Federations on 
a basis of mutual respect for each other’s 
place in the industry. Let us hope that 
may be so. 

Finally, Sir, may I express my own 
appreciation of the impartial courtesy you 
invariably extend to us, and the hope that 
the New Year may bring peace and real 
progress towards a new and better era?

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equal (e.g., his ability to teach), a fit and 
proper person to teach would-be 
builders? ”’ 

‘As Mr, Hoad points out, there will be 
an increasing demand for building instruc- 
tors in junior technical schools and in 
the technical colleges if the Government’s 
expressed intention of expanding the per- 
sonnel in the industry to the very large 
figures quoted in the ‘‘ White Paper’’ on 
‘* Technical Education for the Building 
Industry ’’ is to be put into operation. 

The practical builder and _ building- 
technician is not generally by instinct “‘a 
talker,’’ and in my experience many first- 

instructors have been lost. to tech- 
nical education because of the reluctance 
of good men to “‘ hear the sound of their 
own voice.” : 

It is in this direction that I consider 
the Institute of Builders could render an- 
other valuable service in the cause of 
building education. It should be possible 
for them, in conjunction with the Board 
of Education, to institute an examination 
for Building Trades Instructors (both 
practical and technical), and the granting 


of the appropriate diploma, jointly by 


the Board and the Institute, should be 
recognised as the highest qualification and 
evidence of efficiency in a candidate for 
the post now advertised. 

The closest liaison already exists be- 
tween the Institute and the Board in the 
operation of the ‘‘ National Certificate and 
Diploma”’ examinations and should be 
capable of expansion. 


Special courses of ‘‘ post-graduate ”’ typ 
could be conducted int ieocavel tedhimloal 
institutions to assist practical men pre- 
paring for this qualifying examination, 
and these would, in my opinion, need to 
concern themselves mainly with encour- 
aging such men to gain confidence in de- 
livering to. others the instruction they are 
fully qualified to impart. 

I feel that, immediately before this war, 
there was a real dearth of qualified men 
available as full-time and part-time in- 
structors in building subjects, but I will 
not. acknowledge that there were not thou- 
sands who, given suitable training in how 
to impart their practical knowledge, would 
not have become first-class lecturers and 


instructors.

-, The Housing Industry. 
To rue Eprror or The Builder. 

Srr,—As a contribution to thought on 
post-war housing, and also’ to the encour- 
agement of craftsmanship, I should like 
ta draw attention to three facts that ap- 
pear ta be generally overlooked : © 

1. The housing industry is, and has 
heen for many years, a separate section of 
the building industry with a distinct tech- 
nique and tradition of its own. 

2. Because this has not been officially 
recognised, an appropriate division of 
labour has not been adequately developed, 
and the full benefits of efficient and logical 
organisation of the housing industry have 
not been attained. 

3. Failure to recognise officially the dif- 
ferent techniques of mass housing and 
general building, and consequently the dif- 
ferent requirements and qualifications of 
housing “* specialists ’’ and building crafts- 
men has in the past led to -unnecessary 
dilution of craftsmanship in the building 
industry at large, and the discouragement 
of craftsmen. 

Unofficially, manufacturers, architects, 
engineers, workmen, technicians, trade 
unions and builders have been aware of 
this department of the building industry 
for twenty years and more. 


cael 
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I am not suggesting a split in the indus- 
try, but that official recognition of these 
facts would facilitate better organisation, 
greater economy, protection of craftsmen 
and status for the housing specialist. 

I strongly suggest that, with the known 
programme ahead, there is no necessity to 
‘* safeguard ’’ craftsmen by insisting on all 
housing specialists (i.e., men who are re- 
quired to carry out only a limited number 
of operations of a craft repeatedly for five 
or twenty-five years) being called~ full 
building craftsmen on their entry into the 
housing industry, even if they are paid 
full craftsmen’s rates. 

With our future national policy of full 
employment, necessitating, as it will, trans- 
fers from one industry to another, there 
will be, less heartbreak and more adapt- 
ability if prudent steps are taken now, 
having regard to the real differences be- 
tween the housing industry and the build- 
ing industry. ; 

I do not wish to imply that the housing 
industry is an inferior section of the build- 
ing industry, nor that housing specialists 
are inferior 40 craftsmen, when I state that 
the scope of the housing industry as to 
design, quality and variety of materials, 
and the degree of skill or variety of craft 
is by comparison very limited. Far from 
it; 1 would rather suggest that the repeti- 
tive nature of housing work has led to 
better organisation and a higher standard 
of efficiency in the housing industry, than 
in the building industry generally. 

Neither do I wish to imply that a reason- 
able number of fully fledged craftsmen are 
not essential to the housing industry. Of 
course they are; but with a more appro- 
priate division of labour and co-operation 
of trade unions, a much higher percentage 
of properly trained housing specialists 
could be employed without diluting the 
whole building industry and jeopardising 
the craftsman’s future through the pro- 
posed expansion of man-power to meet 
largely a housing shortage. 

There are also new innovations dnd other 
considerations on the horizon. y 

I do not offer this contribution to post- 
war housing thought as anything new, but 
in the hope that in the light of past experi- 
ence and the task ahead some of these over- 
looked facts may be considered anew and 
without prejudice, in case the community 
and the building industries might. benefit 
thereby.

‘* Mathematical Tiles.’’

Srr,—Some ten or twelve years ago we 
were in Tenterden, Kent, reconditioning 
an old house—a doctor’s house for many 
years past.

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THE DRAWING OFFICE 
‘ . BOOKCASE 


In the drawing office of the average archi- 
tect there is generally a dilapidated piece 
‘of furniture that seems to have started 
life as a china cupboard or wardrobe in a 
respectable household. There is a quaint 
tradition that it is installed for use by 
the staff as a bookcase, and usually it 
stands in a corner, — forward with 
unsteady poise like the disreputable old 
tosspot who could be found, oncé upon a 
time, in a very similar attitude against 
the taproom wall of any genuine old Eng- 
lish village inn, 

Nevertheless, it would be quite errone- 
ous to suppose that the drawing office 
bookcase is reserved exclusively for books. 
On its shelves are strange and exotic ob- 
jects, oddly reminiscent of an earlier 
career as a wardrobe. There is, for in- 
stance, a discarded bowler ‘hat (from which 
office sweepstake tickets have been drawn 
from time immemorial), and a faded pair 
of dancing pumps left behind by Mac 
when he abandoned architecture and went 
off to Arizona in search of adventure. 


A miscellaneous collection of colour pots 
and ink bottles and a teacup without a 
handle. can also be produced as evidence 
of deterioration in quality of the sort of 
crockery an old-established china cup- 
board may be expected to have to har- 
bour if it takes a situation in an archi- 
tect’s drawing office towards the close of 
an honourable career. 

In short, it may be claimed that the 
untidiness of any drawing office bookcase 
is in direct ratio to the status of the 
firm to whom it belongs. A new bookcase, 
like an empty attic, is.a soulless thing. 


And a neat, bookcase is as fearsome an’ 


object as a new pipe. 

It is clear, therefore, that the cleansing 
of the drawing office bookcase is a labour 
not lightly to be undertaken, and cannot 
be entrusted with safety to youths lacking 
in sentiment, although they may, mo 
doubt, have studied business organisation 
at any of the best schools of architecture. 

Yet the nation demands salvage, so I 
will clean out the drawing office bookcase 
myself, 

The decrepit fitnient leans forward, 
creaking loudly as the doors are opened, 
and a spate of old cardboard rolls and 
trade catalogues gushes forth and falls 
on the office floor. It is the magnificent 
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gesture of an ancient retainer determined 
to make its gwn sacrificial contribution to 
the appeal of the State. Behind this bar- 
rage of junk, however, the treasures of 
the bookcase stand revealed and are acces- 
sible for inspection. 

On the top shelf is the battered tin box. 
(labelled ‘‘ Rowntree’s Black Currant Pas- 
tilles’’) which holds the office colours.. 
Here are the china palettes, the colour 
brushes, the.ox gall pot and the pounce: 
box containing French chalk, besides 
sundry Chesterman tapes and a 60-ft. 


’ chain, 


Here, also, are other tremendous trifles : 
a drawing pen without a screw that must 
surely have pores to Beckett; a glazed: 
tile with a pencilled inscription by Tom- 
lins on the back recording that somebody 
had approved the sample; ‘a perspective 
sketch by Wicker*, young Peter’s collap- 
sible measuring rod; a celluloid set square: 
marked W. A. Ford; and the last 18-in. 
of a discarded 2-ft. rule. 

It should not be assumed, however, 
that there are no books in the drawing 
office bookcase. There is a fine range of 
faded records of long-forgotten surveys by 
Maynard and Chester Jones and Taylor 
Marsh and Graham.” A dilapidated copy of 
The London Building Act, 1894, probably 
belonged to Masters, A tattered telephone 
directory obviously belongs to the Post- 
master General. And Mitchell’s ‘‘ Ad- 
vanced Building Construction” (1912 
edition) seems, by effluxion of time, to 
have become communal property. Sundry 


anonymous donors have contributed six- . 


penny editions of detective tales, and some 


unknown genius has converted a wallpaper 
catalogue into an ‘inkstand by boring a ° 


large circular hole through the middle. 
There are stacks of reports from clerks 
of the works containing particulars of the 
weather and petty cash expenditure, and’ 
tedious details of arguments with builders’ 
foremen about the quality of concrete. 
There are dusty office diaries, kept con- 
scientiously for the first week or two of 
the year, and then cast aside ,in despair. 
On the bottom shelf, however, there is 
further evidence of reversion to the ward- 
robe tradition, for here, neatly wrapped in 
a brown paper parcel, are the office dun- 
garees which youths were advised to wear 
when despatched to help senior assistants 
on surveys and hold measuring tapes 
against walls in dark and smelly vaults. 
It occurs to me now that, before em- 
barking further on a task so tremendous 
as this survey of the drawing office book- 


,case, I must, myself, put on the office 


dungarees once more.

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“ DREAMING ISN’T PLANNING”. 


The following article by Major-General Philip B. Fleming, Administrator, Federal Works 
Agency, is reprinted from the August issue of the American “‘ Architectural Record.” 


As our -victory over the Axis daily 
becomes more certain, the air is more and 
more filled with plans for a better post- 
war period, both foreign and domestic. 

Speculating about -the future is a game 
everyone can play. But even a cursory 
examination of many of the schemes sug- 
gested for the future reveals that they are 
little more. than fantasies, impractical of 
realisation within any predictable future. 
And of the remainder, however. practical 
and desirable they may be, few can be 
said to represent actual plans. This is 
particularly trué of proposals for rebuild- 
ing other cities. 

For some time after the war, pending 
the reconversion of much of our manufac- 
turing capacity to the production of peace- 
time goods, we are likely to be confronted 
with large-scale unemployment, unless we 
have prepared in advance to avoid such a 
situation. 

In my opinion our best hope of avoid- 
ing large-scale unemployment lies with 
the construction industry.. This is true 
because well-planned construction activi- 
ties.are capable of utilising more labour 
of varying degrees of skill than almost 
any other, and because the benefits extend 
back. from the construction site into the 


. mines, forests and factories of the country, 


stimulating still further employment. The 
Bureau of Labour Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Labour has estimated that for 
every man-hour worked at the construction 
site, two and a half additional man-hours 
must be worked off the site in the produc- 
tion, fabrication and transportation of the 
needed materials. If this estimate is 
correct it means that where a million men 
could be employed at the site, three and 
a half million men would find their way 
to pay-rolls. Two-million men employed 
at the site would mean a total of seven 
million jobs in construction and allied 
activities. 

But aside from the stimulation of em- 
ployment, there is another reason why we 
should expect construction to. play an im- 
portant réle in the post-war period. We 
need the construction for its own sake. 

During the war, building has been 
restricted to the most essential of war- 
connected needs. Everywhere we see the 
effects of deferred maintenance and post- 
poned building. Highways, for instance, 
except for the most essential portions of 
the strategic network, are being pounded 
to pieces by heavy traffic. Residential con- 
struction has failed to keep pace with the 
increase in the number of new families, 
to say nothing of replacing obsolete dwell- 
ings. Community facilities of all kinds— 
schools, hospitals, water supply, sewage 
disposal, airport buildings, recreation 
facilities—overtaxed by the strains placed 
upon them by war-time overcrowding, 
need rehabilitation or replacement. 

How much of the construction load can 
be carried by private business is a matter 
of speculation. It will depend upon a 
number of factors which cannot be fore- 
seen. In this sphere it will not be possible 
to achieve an over-all programme in 
advance, since the realisable possibilities 
must be related to the needs and means 
of individuals and private business estab- 
lishments—needs not now revealed. 

But ‘on the side of public construction 
we can plan constructively with every 
assurance that our plans cam be realised. 
The needs of federal, State and_ local 
governments are fairly clear, at least in 
broad ontlines, and we know what must 
be done to realise them. 


The problem is not simply one of obtain- 
ing appropriations. In my opinion there 
will be no difficulty about that. What is 
not well enough understood is that money 


‘alone will not result in needed construc-: 


tion, nor will it provide jobs. Public 
works projects, like construction of any 
other kind, must be planned. For the new 
hospital or the new school, a site must be 
obtained—often by the long-drawn-out 
processes of condemnation in the courts. 


- Arrangements for financing must be made, 


sometimes by means of bond-issue refer- 
enda. Engineering surveys must be made. 


Architects must be employed to prepare - 


designs, and these must be translated into 
working drawings. Construction bids 
must be solicited by advertising and then 
canvassed. All of these steps must be 
taken before the contractor can take over 
and a single construction worker be given 
a job. 

As a consequence, no State, city, county 
or other unit of government can be said 
to have a post-war plan unless it has 
already initiated some, if not all, of these 
steps. There will be no. jobs immediately 
after the war unless all the steps have 
been taken before the end of the war. 

The experience of the old Public Works 
Administration, in which I was executive 
officer and deputy administrator from 1933 
to 1935, illuminates the problem. P.W.A. 
had been given three and a third billion 
dollars with which to make jobs quickly 
and at the same time to plan a nation- 
wide public works programme. Our 
instructions thus were in conflict, since it 
was obviously impossible to prepare a 
programme and at the same time create 
job «pportunities. To prepare a_ pro- 
gramme involved careful consideration of 
each proposed project to see that it was 
properly integrated with existing facili- 
ties and with community, regional and 
national needs. ‘This in itself would have 
taken months or years. 

Many cities were slow in filing appli- 
cations. When they did, the proposals 
submitted were usually little more than 
vague, generalised ideas. Sites had not 
been secured; legislative authority, in 
many cases, still had to be obtained; no 
engineering studies had been made, no 
architectural work had been done; no 
working drawings had been prepared. A 
small amount of federal construction was 
ready to start, but eighteen months 
elapsed before it was possible to put as 
many as 100,000 men to work. In the 
meantime, the President, in order to pre- 
vent actual want, created the C.W.A. and 
allocated to it $400,000,000 of P.W.A. 
funds with which to: improvise projects. 
It was out of C.W.A. that W.P.A. de: 
veloped. Both C.W.A. and W.P.A. served 
a highly useful purpose. While some of 
the projects may have had. little perma- 
nent value, they did sustain and give hope 
to millions of the jobless in their time of 
need. Those who criticise W.P.A. need 
to remember that it was merely the 
natural result of our own neglect as a 
nation to plan soundly in advance. Having 
learned our lesson, there is no excuse if 
we fail to plan soundly this time. For in 
days to come bare subsistence wages on 
made-work projects will not do if we are 
really sincere in our determination to 
achieve freedom from want. 


New York State and New York City 
are at work now on site acquisition and 
the preparation of working drawings. The 
Californian legislature recently appro- 
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priated funds for plan preparations: A 
number of other States have made similar 
appropriations, but most of them are too 
small to have any appreciable effect on 
post-war rehabilitation. Aside from the 
exceptions I have noted, the planning page 
for States and cities generally is mostly 
blank. 

Most of the cities are waiting, I think, 
to what help they may expect from 
the Federal Government. This is entirel 
understandable. While legislation is pend- 
ing to permit the Federal Works Agency 
to assist local communities in plan prepa- 
ration, the Bill, as I write, is reposing in 


the House of Representatives’ Ways and 
Means Committee. 
Without waiting for to act, 


there is much that States and municipali- 
ties can do for themselves. It is obvious 
now that public works construction is a 
continuing function on all levels of govern- 


‘ment, and the planning of such works 


should be provided for in State and city 
budgets as a continuing function also. 
Relatively, the cost of such activities is 
slight. They should be considered in the 
light of insurance against possible future 


—- “ 

rsonally, I hope it will be possible to 
achieve a nation-wide programme, comi- 
posed of both big and little projects, and 
including a good many that can be started 
and stopped quickly. It should be capable 
of management in such a way that public 
construction will best. supplement the 
recovery efforts of private business. lf 
those optimists who predict a great boom 
to follow the war prove to be correct, it 
may be desirable to initiate at once only 


the most. urgently needed of public works © 


construction. . Plans for projects that can 
safely be postponed can then be laid back 
on the shelf until some later time of need. 
Moreover, a truly national programme will 
be a protection against the surrender of 
public construction to pressure groups, for 
unless we can have some sort of. control 
over the programme, we are likely to see 
any funds that may be available grabbed 
up for pet projects of dubious merit. A 
city that has not yet provided its citizens 
with a safe water supply has no business 
building a monumental football stadium 
before it fixes up its waterworks—and in 
saying that I am no enemy of-football. _ 

If federal assistance to States and cities 
should be forthcoming, this careful 
advance planning will still be of the 
utmost value. As P.W.A. experience 
shows, no federal agency administering @ 
federal-State public works programme can’ 
speedily and intelligently assist State and 
local communities unless concrete pro- 
posals,. with ‘carefully drawn plans, are 
submitted to it for consideration. Much 
time will. be lost if only vague ideas, 
unbacked by engineering stydies, are 
offered. 

I have been asked what architects and 
engineers can do about all this. As private 
citizens, I think they can do a good deal. 


-. They can call on the mayor, for example, 


and ask him just what plans he is 

for the post-war period. They should not 
be satisfied with pretty pictures or vague 
generalities. They should ask to see the 
deed to the needed land and the working 
drawings. Those are acid tests of sincerity 
in this matter. And then they might go 
over to the State Capitol and have a talk 
with the governor and the State Planning 
Commission along the same lines. But 
they will have to do it as disinterested 
citizens, making it perfeetly clear that they 
are not simply seeking commissions for 
themselves. It wouldn’t hurt to take the 
president. of the Chamber of Commerce, a 
couple of labour leaders, and representa- 
tives of contractors and materials dealers 
along. They alsw have a stake in this.

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THE TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


THE GEOLOGICAL BASIS OF 
PLANNING. 

A paper on this subject was read at the 
Town Planning Institute on December -16 
by Mr. Epcak Morron,; M.Sc. (Special 
Lecturer in Engineering Geology in the 
Victoria University of Manchester and the 
Manchester College of Technology. 

In his introductory remarks, the Lec- 
turer said : The importance of geology in 
its application to planning cannot be over- 
estimated, for the structure of the surface 
of the land as it now exists, and with the 
effective utilisation of which planners are 
directly concerned, is the outcome of a 
long geological history during which the 
agencies of denudation and accretion, and 
intensive earth pressures and high tem- 
peratures have played their part. 

The topographical features of a district 
and its scenic character are primarily de- 


’ pendent on the composition, texture and 


structure of the various types of geological 
strata of which it is componet. Some 
acquaintance with the principal rock types 
is essential to the planner because a con- 
toured Ordnance map only becomeggpro- 
perly interpretable in terms of geological 
structure. This relationship between 
geology and scenery, however, is only one 
aspect of its application to planning. 

he effective utilisation of the land for 
agriculture, forestry, residential or  in- 
dustrial development must in no small 
measure be governed by geological con- 
siderations. Soils and subsoils may repre- 
sent the upper weathered portions of rock 
formations in situ, or they may have been 
transported to their present position by 
wind, glacier, river or sea; in any event, 
a general knowledge of their nature and 
distribution in any particular district will 
influence the planner in making the most 
appropriate use of the land. Certain types 
of soi] and subsoil may require the adop- 


‘tion of special structural precautions in 
‘ connection with the foundations of build- 


= and other structures including roads, 
railways and aerodromes; or they may 
vitally influence the provision to be made 
for subsoil drainage. 

The presence of economically valuable 
minerals (coal, iron, lead, salt, gypsum, 
etc.) in certain rock formations and in 
certain parts of the country, have played 
a primary part in the location of industry 
and the distribution of the industrial 
population. Whilst, in view of the de- 
velopment of modern forms of transport, 
certain types of industry may well be dis- 
persed or relocated, many types must of 
necessity remain located as at present by 

logical considerations, more especially 
the extractive industries and the associated 
heavy industries. Of the more valuable 
mineral products, coal and ironstone min- 
ing and brine-pumping present the planner 
with such contingent problems as surface 
subsidence and spoil-heaps. 

On the other hand, such extractive in- 
dustries as sand and gravel, brick claypits, 
building and roadstone.quarries, limestone 
and chalk quarries, including cement 
works, need no longer be allowed to 
develop in any haphazard manner, as and 
where private commercial interests think 
fit, thereby so frequently disfiguring the 


‘ countryside, because such natura] products 


are very widely distributed throughout the 
country and in far greater quantity than 


‘can ever be used for the material benefit 


of the population. It should be. practic- 
able, therefore, to exercise a restraining 


‘ influence over such development in plan- 


ning schemes. : 
The preservation of water-gathering 


grounds, both surface and subterranean, . 
: existing and prospective, the location of 
’ sewerage works, public refuse tips and 


cemeteries, represent other. important 
factors governed by geological considera- 
tions which should find their rightful place 
in every comprehensive planning scheme. 

Geological problems associated with 
coast lines, such as the relative stability: of 
cliffs and the migration of sand-dunes, are 
factors to be taken into consideration when 
planning coastal] areas. 

In locating new me gn in hilly 
country or in planning the development of 
hillside towns, regard must be paid to the 
occurrence of landslips, soilslips and scree, 
as well as to the stability of hillslopes. 


Soils and Subsoils. 

A knowledge of the geological nature of 
soils and subsoils is essential to the effec- 
tive execution of any land drainage scheme 
whether it be to reduce the moisture con- 
tent of the subsoil for agricultural purposes 
or to-stabilise and improve its bearing 


capacity for highway and aerodrome con-* 


struction or for building foundations. 

It is generally recognised that stiff clay 
subsoils produce waterlogging of surface 
soils and the ground corte. Sut it is not 
always appreciated that sandy glacial or 
alluvial subsoils may produce similar 
waterlogging of the land where the natural 
level of saturation or underground water- 
table lies at a shallow depth. The author 
could cite more than one instance of 
modern housing estates located on alluvial 
sands where, after periods of heavy rain- 
fall and percolation, the subsoil water rises 
above the brickwork footings and to within 
a few inches of the ground-floor joists. He 
has also inspected completed aerodrome 
runways which have been submerged in 
water to a depth of several feet, despite the 
existence of the usual drainage system, 
through the unsuspected rise of the under- 
ground water-table following a wet season. 
Whereas residential development should 
never be permitted on low-lying alluvial 
tracts for the reasons already stated and 
because sewerage schemes in waterlogged 
sandy alluvium are often difficult to de- 
sign so as to function efficiently, industrial 
development may have to ‘be permitted in 
such situations, in which case structural 
precautions are often necessary in con- 
nection with foundations if stability is to 
be assured. 

The necessity of making roads -across 
moorland peat tracks carries with it the 
obligation to construct effective drains. 
Alternatively, lowland peat tracks in- 
capable of successful drainage by arti- 
ficial means may require to be con- 
solidated under road foundations by the 
tipping of cinders or other solid refuse. 
Peat should always be removed from under 
the foundations of buildings and engineer- 
ing structures otherwise they are liable to 
uneven settlement resulting in cracking of 
the superstructure. Even when buildings 
are erected on concrete rafts, tilting is 
likely to occur. 

Where the peat is too deep to excavate, 
foundations may have to be carried on 
piles or cylinders driven through the peat 
into an underlying good bearing stratum 
in order to ensure stability of the super- 
structure. The most difficult problems 
arise where the peat is concealed beneath 
superficial deposits, which by themselves 
may possess good bearing power but from 
under which the peat may squeeze out 
laterally when structures are erected 
thereon. ’ : 

Tracts of wind-blown sand adjoining the 
sea coast present their own special prob- 
lems in connection with drainage and 
foundations, 

Glacial drift clays are very treacherous 
to excavate and often possess relatively 
poor bearing powers, unless they can be 
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well and deeply drained, Heavy clays of 
this type are difficult to plough, and since 
they commonly form flat and low-lying 
waterlogged ground, are equally difficult.to 
drain. Consequently, such clay areas are 
frequently given over to permanent grass- 
land, and are unsuitable for woodland. Nor 
can they be regarded as being suitable for 
general building development. Sandy 
drift clays, on the other hand, are easier 
to work and drain, and can be used to 
better advantage both for agriculture and 
building purposes. 

Glacial drift sands may produce poor 
infertile soils of limited agricultural value 
or good but often dry arable land accord- 
ing to local circumstances. They present 
no special foundation problems provided 
they are well drained and the subsoil water 
level is not too close to the surface. 


Summary. 

In the submission of the author, the 
various practical aspects of geology should 
receive due consideration in any compre- 
hensive planning scheme. Briefly, his re- 
marks may be summarised as follows :— 

1. The physical features and scenic 
character of the district should be inter- 
preted on a geological basis. 

2. The nature of the soils and subsoils, 
arising from the various “ solid ’’ geologi- 
cal formations and the overlying superficial 
deposits, should be considered in relation to 
effective land utilisation and drainage. 
Thus will emerge areas best suited to grass 
and arable farming, forestry, etc., areas 
unsuited to residential development or 
suitable only for industrial development ; 
and areas where special drainage or 
foundation problems arise. 

5. The distribution of specially valuable 
minerals such as coal, ironstone, salt, 
gypsum, etc., should be carefully deter- 
mined and attention paid to the extent to 
which the known resources have already 
been, or are likely to be, developed in the 
future, in relation to the past, present and 
future location of industry and the in- 
dustrial population. Such an investigation 
will thus reveal the extent to which 
mineral-bearing areas are likely. to ‘be 
affected in the future, as in the past, by 
the consequences of mining subsidence, 
thereby indicating where special] measures 
in regard to building construction should 
be adopted, such» as restrictions on the 
density, height and structura] design of 
buildings. ; 

4. The distribution of the less Valuable 
products, building and road-stones, sand, 
gravel and brick-making clay, limestone 
and chalk, should be eonsidered in relation 
to future planning proposals, bearing in 
mind that such common products of the 
earth are usually so widely distributed and 
in such generous quantities as to warrant 
the placing of legitimate restrictions on the 
haphazard development of quarries and 

its. 

' 5. The natural sources of surface and 
subterranear water supplies should be 
carefully noted, both in regard to present 
and future potential usage, and practical 
measures taken to protect water-gathering 
grounds against sources of contamination 
such as would result from the development 
of unsewered buildings and the improper | 
siting of sewage disposal works, cemeteries, ' 
public. refuse tips and the like. 

6. In coastal areas due regard should be 
paid to the stability of cliffs in relation to 
building development, the layout of orna- 
mental gardens and cliff walks, and to the 
stabilisation of sand-dunes. 

7. In hilly country attention should be 
directed to the presence of landslips and 
scree and to the relative stability of slopes 
generally, with special reference to the 
construction of roads, mains, sewers and 
buildings; river training works may be a 
necessary contingent operation. 
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HOLIDAYS WITH PAY 


“HAS AN OPPORTUNITY BEEN 
LOST ?”

OF recent times much attention has been 
focused on the present-day cost of build- 
ing, as well as the possibility of further 
increases in the post-war world, but there 
is an angle of view on this subject which, 
when examined, seems a little Gilbertian. 
It is necessary, however, before en- 
deavouring to arrive at a decision, to kee 
in mind that in an industry like the build. 
ing trade, which is so extensively con- 
trolled, not only in regard to the amount 
of work that can be undertaken without 
a licence but also in respect to the con- 
trols on materials such as timber, steel, 
cement, etc., the handling of these matters 
has considerably added to the clerical 
duties of much-depleted office staffs. In 
addition to this, the ‘‘ Holidays with Pay 
Scheme ’’—financed entirely by the em- 
ployers — has imposed further work, 
equivalent to a duplicate of the unemploy- 
ment card stamping labour, and now all 
businesses are devising schemes of dealing 
with the ‘‘ Pay-as-you-earn’”’ tax deduc- 
tions, entailing another increase in over- 
head expenses. 

However, in the early part of this year 
a ‘‘ Holidays with Pay Scheme’’ was 
adopted for the building trades, and since 
then some other industries have followed 
on similar lines. 

In The Builder for November 26, 1943, 
it was stated that since February. last 
£1,000,000 had been invested in War 
Bonds, by the Building and Civil En- 
gineering Holidays Scheme Management, 
Ltd. 

This investment has been made possible 
out of the subscriptions made by the 
building trades employers throughout the 
country, on the basis of 1s. 6d. per man 
per week for a year of 51 weeks. To oper- 
ate this scheme each employer must pur- 
chase a supply of specially printed franked 
1s. 6d. stamps issued by the body already 
named, and then issue a specially printed 
card for each employee on which to affix 
the required weekly stamp. Incidentally, 
all this is introduced when labour is as 
scarce as paper, but, as this Holidays with 
Pay Scheme forms part of the Conditions 
of the Building Industry, all registered 
builders must, by law, observe these con- 
ditions, and also must not offer anything 
more or less, otherwise it is a breach of 
the rules under which Registration is 
granted. Of course, it is now permissible 
for all builders to make a_ percentage 
charge on their bills ‘‘ For Holidays with 
Pay Scheme.”’ 

The persons who have had any builder’s 
work done meet the cost of this Holidays 
with Pay arrangement through the sur- 
charge just referred to, and, as already 
pointed out, the company handling this 
scheme have already been able to invest in 
Government securities, thus bringing addi- 
tional revenue to that company, whilst’ the 
customer (he who engages the builder), 
through his tax-paying will also be helping 
to pay the interest derived from the 
Government on the investment referred to. 

In the absence of any inner knowledge of 
the working of the National Unemployment 
Insurance Scheme, it would seem toa lay- 
man like myself that if only the Govern- 
ment had stepped ia and increased the 
value of the employers’ portion of unem- 
ployment stamp by, say, 1s. 6d. per man 
per week, a great weekly cash influx 





would have accrued to Government funds, 
and any interest made would have been 
to the advantage of the State, and, indivi- 
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dually, to every member of the com- 
munity. Further, as this Holidays with 
Pay scheme is a kind of insurance to 
secure payment of money at a mutually 
agreed time, the formation of the com- 
pany to run the scheme will doubtless 
have to conform to the law governing the 
registration of all insurance companies? 


Extension to Other Trades ? : 

However, if the cost of the Holidays 
with Pay in the building industry (and 
some other industries) must finally fall 
on to the purchaser of the products of 
those crafts, why not make it a national 
law, and let the State administer the 
scheme, and the worker would have one 
card revealing his employment record as 
well as his ‘‘ Holidays with Pay ’’ quota 
at any period, and, in addition, on the 
death of any such person the Government, 
through its Ministry of Labour and 
National Service, would be able to con- 
tact the legal representatives of the de- 
ceased person, and-thus prevent the possi- 
bility of the present ‘‘ Holidays with Pay 
Scheme ’’ contribution cards getting into 
wrong hands. It is these thoughts which 
have prompted the query, ‘‘ Has an oppor- 
tunity been lost?’’ and the sincere hope 
that further interest will be focused on 
this matter, for surely if such an industry 
as the building trade is now compelled 
to meet this desirable provision for its 
employees, is not extension possible 
nationally to other trades, for even at the 
moment there are the anomalies of crafts- 
men deriving this benefit, whilst their 
labourers appear to have been overlooked, 
at least for the time being. 








Standards of Public Taste. 

Proressor A. E. RicHarpson, A.R.A., 
F.R.1.B.A., contributes an interesting and 
characteristic article on ‘‘ Raising the 
Standard of Public Taste ’’ in the Decem- 
ber issue of ‘‘ Art and Industry’’ (66, 
Chandos-place, W.C.2, price 1s.). ‘‘ For- 
merly the British were famed for their 
plain taste, that is, a liking for simple 
things, well made and lasting. Now they 
accept the tawdry,’’ says the author, 
“because they know of nothing better. 
. .. The improvement most of us have 
lived and prayed for can only be realised 
by collective action. We must be pre- 
pared to sacrifice many former privileges 
and to enlarge our views to embrace 
humbler things. The standard of taste is 
only to be raised by hard living.”’

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KENSINGTON AND THE 
LONDON PLAN 


LONDON SOCIETY DISCUSSION. 


On Thursday, December 16, a special 
meeting of the London Society was held 
in the Council Chamber of Kensington 
Town Hall. The Mayor of Kensington 
(Councillor R. C. D. Jenkins, J.P., 
L.C.C.) presided. 

Speaking of how Kensington would be 
affected by the County of London Plan, 
Tue Mayor said the B Ring Road would 
cut Kensington through. From _ the 
southern end of the borough in Fulham- 
road there would be a road 300 ft. wide 
crossing Brompton-road, going * up 
Warwick-road and Holland-road, going 
straight across North Kensington, and 
eventually into Paddington. This road 
would consist of 100ft. of carriage way, 
and, on either side, 100 ft. of free verge. 
Every now and then there would be an 
open space. Before the war there had 
been in Kensington about 179,000 or 
180,000 people. This population would be 
reduced to 150,000, but to achieve the 
large amount of open space proposed it 
would be necessary to dispossess people 
now living on built-up sites, and many 
thousands of houses would have to be 
pulled down and replaced by large blocks 
of flats. 

Miss EtisapetH Hatton, speaking of 
housing in Kensington, said that a few 
years before the war a movement had 
started to collect groups of people pledged 
to take an interest in housing in their own 
localities, and to form those groups into 
an organisation which should bring pres- 
sure on public opinion. Kensington had 
been one of the first places to start such 
an association, that association having 
begun as a committee of the Kensington 
Council of Social Service. About 1927 
this Association had wanted to start own- 
ing and managing its own property, and 
had commenced with 48 houses which it 
had reconditioned and let at four shillings 
a room. Then had come the question of 
whether the Association could build for 
itself, and £21,000 had been raised for the 
building of flats. At the beginning of the 
war the Association had been responsible 
for the homes of nearly 2,000 citizens of 
Kensington. Was there need for organi- 
sations of this kind? There was, because 
they could cater for a type of person diffi- 
cult for the local authority to approach. 
In early days the Kensington Association 
had been able to get money cheaply, and, 
with the help of the Government subsidy, 
had been able to provide accommodation 
at a cheaper rate and for a lower-paid 
type of worker than was the case with the 
local authority. Such a society could also 
do pioneer work. If it made a mistake 
that mistake was not of vital consequence, 
and if an experiment was successful the 
larger body could adopt it. As an ex- 
ample, the Kensington Association had 
tried having a constant supply of hot 
water in its flats, and this had proved a 
success. 


A Roman Leaden Cistern. 

A. cylindrical Roman leaden water 
cistern was recently turned up in the Arun 
marshes west of Wiggonholt by a 
mechanical excavator (states The T'imes). 
It had a capacity of about 50 gallons, and 
is decorated with a rope-pattern piping in 
squares, one of which has the Chi-Rho 
emblem. It is now at Pasham Park, the 
residence of Mr. Clive Pearson. The cis- 
tern was found about: 400 yards west of 
the Roman Baths excavated a few years 
ago by Mr. 8. E. Winbolt. 
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LAW REPORTS 


MEANING OF “RENT” IN WAR 
DAMAGE ACT, 1943. 


CuaNnceRY Division. 
Before Mr. Justice ‘Bennett. 


Duke of Westminster v Store Properties, 
This was a test case, raised by way of 
a summons issued by the Duke of West- 
minster for the purpose of determining 
whether an annual sum payable under a 
licence was or was not ‘‘ rent ’’ within the 
meaning of the War Damage Act, 1943, 
and as @ means of calculating the propor- 
tions of war damage contribution payable 
by the Duke as landiord, and Store Pro- 
perties, Ltd., the defendants, as tenants. 

It appeared that in May, 1908, the Duke 
granted a léase of ‘premises in Hobart- 
place, London, for a term of 90 years at 
an annual rent of £125, the lease contain- 
ing a covenant by the lessee to use the 
premises as a private residence only. Later 
on the Jease was assigned to the defendant 
company, and in November, 1936, the 
Duke granted a licence to the company to 
convert the house into offices for another 
company on payment of an additional 
rent yearly of £50 for so long as the pre- 
mises were so used. The question now for 
decision was whether that was ‘‘ rent” 
for the purpose of calculating the payments 
by the Duke of Westminster as landlord, 
and the defendant company, as the 
tenants, of war damage contribution under 
the Act of 1943. 

At the conclusion of the argument, his 
lordship, in a considered judgment, said 
it was clear that the annual sum of £50 
payable under the licence was not “‘ rent ”’ 
in a technical sense, and that the payment 
could not be regarded as “‘ rent ’’ within 
the Act of 1943. 

A declaration was accordingly made to 
that effect.

TENANT’S RIGHT TO RECOVER RENT 
OVERPAID IN RESPECT OF ROOM IN 
CONTROLLED HOUSE UNDER RENT 
RESTRICTION ACTS. 
Court or APPEAL. 
Before Lorps Justices Scott, LuxMooreE 
and GoDDARD. 


. Gover v. Field. 

The question in this case (which came 
before the Court on an appeal from the 
decision of Judge Drucquer, at Brentford 
County Court, was whether, under the 
provisions of the Rent and Mortgage 
Interest (Restriction) Act, 1920, as 
amended by Schedule I of the Act of 
1939, the tenant of a room in a controlled 
house under the Act of 1939 was entitled 
to recover from the landlord rent alleged 
to have been overpaid during the tenancy. 

The material facts of the case were 
these: In May, 1940, Mr. F. W. Field 
(the respondent on the appeal) became 
the tenant of the appellant, Mrs. V. M. 
Gover, of the Grove, Ealing, Middlesex, 
of one room in her house at a weekly rent 
of 10s. This room had at a previous 
period been let to another tenant at a 
rental of 11s. 6d. a week, but who left 
in July, 1939, since when, until let to Mr. 
Field, it had remained vacant. 

In June, 1942, Mr. Field applied to the 
County Court Judge to determine the 
amount of the standard rent of the room, 
and Judge Drucquer decided that such 
rent was 3s. 8d. a week. Mr. Field then 
brought the present action in the County 
Court to recover from his landlord, Mrs. 
Gover, the difference between 3s. 8d. and 
the 10s. « week paid by him as rent over- 
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paid by him during the period of his 
tengncy, in all £24 5s. 

Judge Drucquer decided that the 
object of the Statute was that the first 
letting after September 1, 1939, should 
not exceed the amount of the standard 
rent, and that Mr. Field was entitled to 
recover the £24 5s. he claimed, being the 
difference between 10s. and 3s. 8d. for a 
period of two years. 

From this result Mrs. Gover now 
appealed. 

The Court dismissed the appeal, the 
Lords Justices holding that the County 
Court Judge was right in deciding that 
the apportionment of the standard rent 
of the room in question at 3s. 8d. a week 
was retrospective in its effect, so that there 
had been an increase after September 1, 
1939, of the standard rent, and that Mr. 
Field was entitled to recover from Mrs. 
Gover, his landlord, -the difference be- 
tween 10s. and 3s. 8d. for a period of 
two years, viz., £24 5s. 

Lord Justice Goddard gave judgment, 
agreeing with the other members of the 
Court, that the appeal failed. He said 
that people who let rcoms or small houses 
were very often in a humble station of 
life, and had discovered*to their cost that 
in so doing they were engaged in a peri- 
lous business. In the present case, Mrs. 
Gover, whose good faith was in no way 
assailed, found herself called on to repay 
something like two-thirds of the rent 
which she had been receiving from her 
lodger for a period of two years, and was, 
moreover, obliged to keep him at the 
reduced rent which she would in all 
probability never have agreed to—accept. 
He (the Lord Justice) could not think 
that Parliament ever could have contem- 
plated such a state of affairs. If, how- 
ever, that was the result of the legislation 
the Courts could not refuse to give effect 
to it. 

The appeal was accordingly dismissed 
with costs.

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OBITUARY 


Mr. B. Priestley Shires, F.R.1.B.A. 

It is with regret that we record the 
death of Mr. Priestley Shires, 
F.R.1.B.A., at the age of 86. 

Articled to Dodgson, of Leeds, he won 
—at the age of l17—the Irish A.A. 
measured drawings prize, and was pre- 
sented with the honour in Dublin by the 
late Sir Thomas Drew, R.H.A., in 1876. 
Two years later he was awarded the 
Silver Medal of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects for illustrations of 
Markenfeld Hall, Ripon. He also wou 
bronze and jsilver medals for art at 
South Kensington, both in national com- 
petition. In 1886 he was awarded the 
R.1.B.A. Tite pyize. He was elected an 
Associate of the R.I.B.A. in 1893, and 
Fellow in 1905. 

For six years he was a member of the 
Council of the R.I.B.A., and was Presi- 
dent of the Devon and Cornwall Archi 
tectural Society in 1905, and again in 
1933. For many years he was Hon. Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the Plymouth 
Branch. He was hon. secretary to the 
committee which, during the last war, 
undertook the work of the civic survey 
of Greater Plymouth. 

Mr. Shires helped in forming at 
least three architectural societies—those 
of Leeds, York and Plymouth—and was 
the author of several monographs on 
ancient buildings. He designed many 
hotels in Plymouth, the Convent at 
Chudleigh and much other domestic and 
commercial building in the West 
Country. 

With a few others he was instrumental 
in founding Plymouth Sir Francis Drake 
Bowling Club and Tavistock Sir Francis 
Drake Bowling club, and Devon Bowling 
Association. Of this he was President in 


Lt.-Col. G. W. Parkinson, M.C. 

We regret to record the death of Lt.-Col. 
G. W. Parkinson, M.C., chairman of Sir 
Lindsay Parkinson and Co., Ltd., in a 
car accident at Staines on December 20. 
George Westhead Parkinson—with his 
two brothers, the late Sir Lindsay and 
Colonel W. Parkinson, since retired— 
built up from tiny beginnings, in a small 
woodworking shop in Blackpool in 1902, 
the* world-wide firm which bears their 
name. Only a few days before his death, 
Lt.-Col. Parkinson told shareholders that 
£43,000,000 of business had been handled 
by the firm during the past seven years. 

On his return from the last war (in 
which he won the M.C. and the Croix de 
Guerre) Lt.-Col. G. W. Parkinson opened 
London offices for the firm, and in this 
immediate post-war period it began its 
first big London building projects, of 
which Aldwych House, in 1920, was one. 
This was followed by the first of the big 
modern London garages (Poland Street) 
installed with concrete ramps; and with 
many underground stations, bus repair 
shops and depots for the London Passen- 
ger Transport Board. Civil engineering 
jobs executed include the Purfleet- 
Tilbury By-pass and the commencement 
of the Western Avenue arterial road. 
Parkinson’s proudest personal memory 
was the building by his firm of the giant 
ordnance factories at Chorley and other 
places. 

In 1941 and in the midst of much other 
war-time constructional work, Lt.-Col. 
Parkinson turned his attention to the 
possibilities of opencast coal mining. 
His firm pioneered the technique and 
diverted the bulk of its plant on to this 
work. A few weeks ago he presided at a 
luncheon when the firm celebrated its 
“winning ” of 1,000,000 tons of opencast 
coal in a little over one year’s operations. 

As a man, Lt.-Col. Parkinson was a 
forthright and challenging personality. 
He enjoyed life, his friends and sport of 
all kinds. He thought of two things 
mainly throughout his life—his firm and 
his country. And among his circle of 
friends, both in and out of the industry, 
he will be much missed.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Concentration of Builders. 

Mr. Linsteap asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works what 
further scheme of concentration for the 
building industry was contemplated 
beyond the voluntary grouping scheme 
for the repair of bomb-damaged houses. 

Mr, Hicks said that no scheme for the 
concentration of the building industrv 
was either in operation or under con- 
sideration. 


Post-War Sites. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of 
Health whether he was satisfied that all 
the 100,000 sites approved for post-war 
housing would not be interfered with by 
the construction of new main traffic 
arteries, the widening of existing roads or 
the construction of secondary roads, nor 
would they prevent, or be interfered with 
by the development of, green belts. 

Mr. WILLINK said that steps were taken 
to ensure that all sites purchased by local 
authorities for housing purposes were 
free from objection on planning grounds. 
The housing land at present in possession 
of local authorities amounted to about 
10,000 acres. 


Rural Housing. 

Mr. De ta Bere asked the Minister of 
Health how many houses were recon- 
ditioned under the Housing (Rural 
Workers) Act, 1926, up to the outbreak of 
hostilities in September, 1939. 

Mr. WILLINK said the answer was 
approximately 19,500. 

In reply also to Mr. De la Bere, 
Mr. WILLINK said that approximately 
3,300 cottages were reconditioned between 
September, 1939, and November, 1943. No 
estimate could be given of the number of 
cottages which could be made habitable 
at the present time. 


Experimental Houses. 

Srm Stantey Reep asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Works if he would state the estimated 
cost of each of the 20 experimental houses 
to be constructed in 1944, the accommo- 
dation to be provided and the materials 
to be used. 

Mr. Hicks said that the experimental 
houses being erected by the Ministry of 
Works were in order to ascertain com- 
parative costs and labour requirements 
and to try out the various alternative 
materials and methods that had been 
considered by the committee established 
for this purpose 4 his Ministry with the 
Ministry of Health and the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, and presided over by 
Sir George Burt. The results would be 
made available when the work was com- 
pleted. 


R.1.B.A. CODE OF PROFESSIONAL 
PRACTICE. 

The last paragraph of Clause 3 (d) of 
the R.I.B.A. Code of Professional Prac- 
tice at present reads as follows :— 

** Auctioning and house and estate 
agency are inconsistent with and must 
not form part of the practice of an 
architect.”’ 

On the recommendation of the Practice 
Committee the Council have amended 
this paragraph to read as follows :— 

‘* Auctioning and house and estate 
agency are inconsistent with and must 
not form part of the practice of an 
architect. An architect must not be a 
member of or have any interest in a 
firm of auctioneers and/or house and 
estate agents or have any permanent 
working arrangement or partnership 
with any person who practises as an 
auctioneer and/or house and estate 
agent or who is a member of any body 
of auctioneers and/or house and estate 
agents. He may, however, be employed 
as an architectural consultant, adviser 
or assistant if paid by fee or salary.”

Building Timbers. By E. H. B. Bouton 
and B. Atwyn Jay. ‘‘ Newnes Building 
Practice Series.” Pp. vi, 111, illus- 
trated. 7s. 6d. net. 

The authors of this well-produced little 
book are recognised experts in the field 
of timber technology, but they write very 
clearly in simple-language. The first third 
of the volume is devoted to generalities— 
selection, marketing, seasoning, diseases, 
defects, remedies—and the remainder to 
descriptions of all the principal varieties of 
hardwood and softwoods. There are use- 
ful hints on charring and creosoting, on 
painting woodwork, and on methods of 
storage; also the latest list of fire-resisting 
timbers, and on page 32 an excellent dia- 
gram showing “‘ permissible defects.’’ The 
word ‘‘oak’’ has been omitted from a 
paragraph-heading on page 64, and on page 
29 ‘‘ pantry ”’ should read “‘ larder.’’ This 
book should be most useful to all users of 
timber, but it only emphasises once again 
the shocking confusion of . nomenclature 
and of standards of measurement that still 
mark the timber trade. 

Drainage and Sanitation. By E. H. Braxe. 
6th Edition—Revised by W. R. Jenxrns. 
B. T. Batsford, Ltd. 15s. net. 

This book treats the subject of sanita- 
tion in its broadest sense, and is not by 
any means confined to drainage and sew- 
age disposal, thoroughly as these matters 
are also dealt with, That true sanitation 
concerns all matters of health in the build- 
ing is not always recognised, and it is 
useful to have a text book in which pre- 
vention of dampness from all causes, 
ventilation, and water supply receive a 
proper measure of attention, 

In the ventilating section, and in all 
matters dealing with the prevention of 


dampness, the heating of a building can-. 


not be ignored, and here also this book 
fills a gap which has been too often left 
in the wider subjects. 

Students preparing for examinations, 
especially to qualify as sanitary inspectors 
and building surveyors, will find that in 
this one book a very large section of their 
necessary studies is fully catered for. 

The illustrations are clear, and it is 
only necessary to add that the book is 
produced in the best ‘‘ Batsford ’’ manner. 


Teach Yourself Mechanics. <4 P. 
Assort, B.A. English University Press, 
Ltd. 2s. 6d. net. 

This book is intended to help the student 
who, in these difficult days, has to rely 
‘mainly upon what he can read in his spare 
time. 

The subject of mechanics is not easy to 
master in this way; its theory has been 
made much more intelligible, in recent 
years, by giving to students opportunities 
for practical experiment in laboratory and 
workshop. For those who still have access 
to a technical institution, this method 1s 
by far the best. Those who have no such 
facilities, but possess a good grounding in 
mathematics, will find this book eminently 
helpful. It is small enough to slip into 
the rocket; and each chapter, while easily 
readable at a single sitting, fully explams 
some particular aspect of the main subject. 

The illustrations do not quite reach the 
high standard of the letterpress. We 
should have preferred fewer geometrical 
diagrams, so apt to become meaningless, 
and more practical examples which compel 
attention. We are not interested, for in- 
stance, in the centre of gravity of a 
‘quadrilateral lamina,’”’ but a sketch of an 
advertisement hoarding would convey some- 
thing real. And why not show a 
steel roof ‘truss—seen daily by every fac- 
tory ‘worker—as an example of a polygon 
of forces?
